Nun charges 
birth policies 
lack humanity

India’s official birth control policies will 
not succeed if they don’t emphasize 
humane solutions, says Holy Cross Sister 
Catherine Bernard, director of two 
natural family planning programs in 
India. 

“The population problem has been 
considered-a problem of numbers and not 
a human problem that requires a human’ 
solution,’’ she said. 

SHE SAID natural family planning 
efforts offer a humane alternative to thé 
government’s population control 
programs, which emphasize sterilization, 
contraception and abortion. 
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The current diocesan vicar general for 
Religious is Rev. Msgr. James P. 
O’Donoghue, pastor of Our Mother of 
Confidence Church, University City. 


SISTER IRENE, who is presently co- 
director of the diocesan Office of 
Evangelization and Adult Education, will 
continue her association with the 
catechumenate and diploma program, as 
well as responding to the needs of the 
Sisters in the diocese. The Sisters had 
asked Bishop Maher that more time be 
available to the person who filled the 
position. : 

~As associate vicar for Religious, said 
Sister Irene, ‘‘I am really a pastoral agent 
for the bishop’s ministry ‘to the Sisters.’’ 


A professed Sister since 1960, Sister 
Irene has experienced firsthand the 
changes in Religious life that followed the 
second Vatican Council, as well the 
criticisms, much of it in the media, which 
have been leveled at women Religious. 


‘‘*FIFTEEN YEARS ago we began to 
do what Vatican II asked us to do,”’ said 
Sister Irene. ‘“There were developments 
and re-expressions, and all of a sudden to 
say there’s a problem...that’s not true.’’ 


“I see so much good and growth, but I 
don’t see it reflected that much in the 
press. Instead I see conflict and the 
potential for conflict. We’re all striving to 
be Christians — lay, clergy, Religious.’’

WASHINGTON (NC) — Once 


known as the immigrant church in a 
nation of imnfigrants, the Catholic 
Church can trace long involvement — on 
one level or another — in the problems of 
newcomers emigrating to America. 


From providing services to 19th- 
century ethnic groups, to helping 20th- 
century refugees confront modern 
American life, to giving advice on 
national policymaking, Catholics have 
been active.

The diocese has been 
providing Masses at six local hotels on a 
rotating basis, but sudden scheduling changes 
sometimes led toursists on a game of ‘‘hide 
and seek’’ for Mass, said Father Joseph Harte, 
diocesan development director. 

WIDESPREAD — Birth control is 
practiced by 300 million couples worldwide, 
said a United Nations population agency 
which advocates birth control to hold the 
globe’s population at 10.2 billion by the year 
2100. The current world population is about 
4.7 billion. The U.N. report said 30 percent of 
the couples have been sterilized, about 20 
percent use birth control pills and around 15 
percent use intra-uterine devices (IUD). All of 
these methods are prohibited for Catholics. 
Pope John Paul II has criticized birth control 
programs and has urged governments to create 
economic environments conducive to family 
life. 

NEW DIOCESES — Pope John Paul II has 
established .two new archdioceses in the 
southern African nation of Mozambique, 
where relations between the Church and the 
Marxist government have been tense since the 
country gained its independence from 
Portugal in 1975. The Vatican named Beira 
and Nampula archdioceses and said the 
promotions were ‘‘a well-earned recognition of 
their missionary and apostolic activity.’’ 

SAVE THE EMBRYOS — Scientists and 
officials ‘‘should take whatever steps 
necessary’’ to save two frozen embryos after 
the couple identified as their parents were 
killed in a plane crash, said an aide to the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life Activities. 
The scientists have a responsibility since they 
are almost as much the parents as the donors 
of sperm and egg are, the aide said.

The key to retirement is being busy, say retirees 


Priest says he never 
expected to retire

EL CAJON — _ Retirement, says 
Father Russell Wilson, should not mean 
giving up duties and interests. It should, 
instead, be a time to redirect and 
rechannel one’s time and talents. 


Father Wilson, a former president of 
the University of San Diego, was pastor 
of Immaculate Heart of Mary Church in 
Ramona for five years, ending in 1978. 
He retired from the active priesthood that 
year, but is still an active priest. 


THE KEY to a successful retirement is 
the same for everyone, says Father 
Wilson: ‘‘You have to keep up an interest 
in life or you just go to seed. Of course it 
depends on one’s state of health. But I’ve 
seen so many people retire and be gone 
six months later simply because they’ve 
dropped everything.’’ 


Father Wilson, now 72, says that 
retirement for priests is a relatively new 
thing. ‘‘When I went into the seminary I 
never expected to retire. Of course when 
a priest is retired he’s out of the thick of 
things, but he certainly has ample time to 
exercise his priesthood, which I’ll never 
stop doing as long as the good Lord gives 
me strength to do it.”’ 


Father Wilson still says Sunday Mass 


regularly at Our Lady of Perpetual Help . 


in Lakeside, and supplies, when needed, 
for weekday Mass at Santa Sophia 
Church in Spring Valley. He is also on 
call for emergencies with local hospitals, 
and says that though a priest may retire, 


he is still, and always, a priest. 


THE DECISION to retire was not 
made with a view to dropping active 
ministry, said Father Wilson. He felt it 
was time for him ‘‘to get out of the hassle 
of the parish’’ and being continually on 
call; also, too many meetings and too 
many committees were taking up too 
much of his time, he said. 


Loneliness is one of the biggest 
problems retirees face, especially those 


who have lest a spouse, said Father 
Wilson. “‘Many don’t have peorle that 
are close to them. And they may be so

BALTIMORE (NC) — A new Mass 
by composer Gian-Carlo  Menotti 
received a mixed reception June 10 
during the closing of the Baltimore 
archdiocese’s observance of the founding 
of Maryland. 


Described as ‘‘a contemporary 
Gregorian’’ Mass, the performance of 
Mary’s Mass: A Mass for the 
Contemporary Liturgy, was in. the Basilica 
of the Assumption in Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE’S ARCHDIOCESAN 
newspaper, The Catholic Review, said. 
although the crowd applauded ‘‘long and 
hard”’ for the premiere performances, 
one musician in the congregation called 
the Menotti work a ‘‘put-on’’ resembling 
“‘something from the 1940s.”’ 


Menotti had complained about changes 
in his works and criticized Carole Sorrell, 
music consultant for the Archdiocese of 
Baltimore. Menotti was quoted as saying 
Ms. Sorrell should be ‘‘an air stewardess 
in Lufthansa rather than a musical 
director in a church.’’ 


‘*The Catholic Church must learn to 
treat the arts with more repect and 
understanding, or it will lose us all,’’ said 
Menotti. ‘‘Fortunately, I wrote this Mass 
for the glory of God, and I hope God will 
receive my modest effort more mercifully 
than Ms. Sorrell did,’’ added the 
composer, famous for such operas as 
Amahl and the Night Visitors, The 
Medium and The Saint of Bleeker Street.

Better late than never 


The love of money may not be the root of all evil, although 
Scripture says it is. But it explains why many self-styled 
investigative reporters today compete to produce the most 
sensational book on the Vatican. 


It also helps explain why otherwise reputable firms are willing 
to publish and promote mischievous books of this type. They 
make money...period. 


Bantam Books has spared no effort to ballyhoo British author 
David A. Yallop’s In God’s Name: An Investigation Into the 
Murder of Pope John Paul I. 


Yallop is ‘‘completely convinced’’ that Pope John Paul I was 

murdered and that at least one of six suspects holds the key. His 

» six suspects are the late Cardinal Jean Villot, former Vatican. 

secretary of state; Archbishop Paul Marcinkus, director of the 

. Vatican bank and governor of Vatican State; the late Cardinal 

John Cody of Chicago; jailed Italian banker Michele Sindona; 

Italian banker Roberto Calvi, whose death in London a couple of 

years ago remains shrouded in mystery; and Licio Gelli, head of 
the secret Italian Masonic organization, P2. 


According to Yallop, ‘‘these six had a great deal to fear if the 
papacy of John Paul I continued...All of them stood to gain in a 
variety of ways if Pope John Paul I should suddenly die. He 
did....One of these men was at the heart of a conspiracy that 
applied a uniquely Italian ‘solution.’ ”’ 


Yallop provides no verifiable evidence for this horrendous 
allegation.

Poletti, the current vicar of Rome, Cardinal Sebastiano Baggio, 
who recently retired as prefect of the Vatican’s Congregation for 
Bishops and Msgr. Donato de Bonis of the Vatican Bank all 
belonged to a secret Masonic lodge. That’s about as plausible as 
alleging that the top officers of the World Jewish Congress are 
secret members of Opus Dei. It’s hokum. 


At one point Yallop says that ‘‘much of what was written 
(about John Paul I by certain Vatican functionaries) tells us a 
great deal more about the writers than about the man.”’ One 
could say the same about the author of this book. 


Not all of the book is whole cloth, however. Much of the 
-background material rings true, although a good bit is old hat. 
Nonetheless, Yallop’s basic thesis, which he asserts but does not 
prove, isn’t worth the paper it is printed on. 

To a degree, the Vatican has only itself to blame for such 
sensational journalism. Its obsessive concern with secrecy plays 
right into the hands of this sort of thing. 

It’s time the Vatican corrected this situation. It should have 
done so long ago, but better late than never.

The Sacred Heart 


The proximity of the observance of the 
Solemnity of the Most Sacred Heart of 
Jesus urges me to share, however briefly, 
some thoughts on what was, not so long 
ago, one of the most powerful devotions 
in the universal Church, particularly 
among the clergy. 


It seems to me back in seminary days 
that a healthy devotion to the Sacred 
Heart was the surest safeguard against the 
erosion of one’s faith in the Eucharistic 
presence of Jesus. A rereading of the 
encyclical Haurietis aquas of Pope Pius XII 
-(1956) has deeply reentrenched me in that 
conviction. Pius XII masterfully bases the 
cult of the Sacred Heart in sacred 
scripture in both Old and New 
Testaments. : 


The title and first line of the encyclical 
are taken from Is. 12:3, ‘‘You shall draw 
waters joyfully from the springs of 
salvation,’’ a prophetic vision of the grace 
(the Holy Spirit) which the messianic 
kingdom would bring. The two-fold 
object of this devotion is outlined as 
follows: ‘‘There is according to Holy 
Scripture the closest connection between 
divine charity which must burst into 
flame in the hearts of Christians, and the 
Holy Spirit whose property it is in God to 
be love.’’ And this connection makes clear 
to us all the real meaning and nature of 
that cult which is to be offered to the 
Heart of Jesus Christ. 


For on the one hand it is clear that this 
cult is a most excellent act 6f religion: 
since it involves on our part a total and 
unreserved intention of giving and 
consecrating ourselves to the Divine 
Redeemer’s love, to which love his 
wounded Heart is the living symbol. 
While on the other hand it is equally clear 
that the principal idea of this cult of 
devotion is that we should ourselves make 
a return of love to the Divine love.’’ 


Successive popes in the past century 
have consecrated the entire human race to 
the Sacred Heart and to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary. From this practice came 
the admonition to consecrate families and 
institutions in like manner. The work of 
Father Mateo Crawley-Boevey, SS.CC., 
a Peruvian priest who received from Pope 
St. Pius X a personal mandate and 
blessing at an audience on June 5, 1907 to 
continue his apostolate to extend the 
‘‘social reign’? of the Sacred Heart 
through the Enthronement, reached the 
Diocese of San Diego shortly after it was 
established. As a result the Lay Apostles 
of the Sacred Heart were initiated. This 
year marks their Silver Jubilee. 


The ideal and purpose of the ceremony 
of Enthronement is to give Christ, 
through the symbol of His redeeming 
love, a place of honor in the house and to 
instruct families to gather around the 
Sacred Heart as ‘‘King and Center’’ of 
the home, and make a return of love to 
the Divine Love. 


Through the enthronement then, 
which may be, indeed should be, 
conducted by both parents, the family 
fulfills what Pope Pius XII calls ‘That 
gravest of all duties, that of serving God 
and at the same time consecrating 
themselves to their Creator and 
Redeemer with both their intimate 
affections and the external activities of 
their lives, likewise they fulfill more 
fervently the principal duties of their 
Catholic faith, that is love and expiation 
to the more effective enrichment of their 
own spiritual lives.”’

‘Sister churches’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Catholic Church and the 
Syrian Orthodox Church June 23 signed a joint statement 
affirming a common faith in the nature of Christ and permitting 
members of each church to receive several sacraments in the 
other church when their own priest is not available. 


The statement was signed by Pope John Paul II and Syrian 
Orthodox Patriarch Moran Mar Ignatius Zakka I Iwas of 
Antioch, in a ceremony in the pope’s library at the conclusion of 
the patriarch’s four-day visit to Rome. 


Syrian Orthodox and Catholics have been divided doctrinally 
since the Council of Chalcedon in 451 condemned 
monophysitism, by which the Syrian church held that Christ was 
human and divine in one nature. The council stated that Christ 
had a dual nature, fully human and fully divine. 


But the new agreement, which calls the two churches ‘‘sister 
churches,’’ states that the historical disagreement ‘‘arose only 
because of differences in terminology and culture and in the 
various formulas adopted by different theological schools to 
express the same matter.’’ 


The statement says certain doctrinal questions remain still 
unresolved involving ‘‘the Lord’s will for His Church’’ and that 
the Eucharist still cannot be concelebrated by priests of the two 
churches since it ‘‘is the chief expression of Christian unity 
between the faithful.and between bishops and priests.”’ 


Orthodox churches generally share a common understanding . 


with Rome on most Church doctrine but differ with Rome on the 
matter of papal authority. Catholics recognize the Orthodox 
priesthood and sacraments, and the continuance of apostolic 
succession in their bishops. 

Both churches accept the Nicene Creed of 325 (Christ is ‘one 
in being with the Father’’ and also ‘‘born of the Virgin Mary and 
became man’’) and a 1971 common profession of faith (the word 
of God ‘‘was made flesh and became truly man,’’ He took to 
Himsélf ‘‘real body with a rational soul,’’ and ‘‘shared our 
humanity in all things but sin.’’)

Q: Are all the laws of the Catholic Church in the Code of 
Canon Law? If they are not, where do we find these ‘‘other’’ 
laws? D.R.C. 


A: The Code of Canon Law is only one source of Church law. 
Before the first Code of Canon Law (1917), the situation was 
very confused. For centuries, there were various collections of 
Church laws. If one wanted to know the law, one had to research 
the collections thoroughly. A code of Church law did away with 
the need for historical collections. The 1917 Code organized and 
summarized Church laws in one source. However, even with the 
1983 Code, there are other sources of Church law. 


The Code of Canon Law itself outlines the areas it does not 
cover. For the most part, the Code does not define the rites which 
are to be observed in celebrating the liturgy. Thus, liturgical law 
generally is to be found in the ‘‘Introductions’’ to the various 
rites. The Code does not deal with the treaties the Holy See has 
signed with other governments. Also, the Code does not contain 
the law for the Eastern Rites of the Church.-They have their own 
sources of law. 


In order for law to be effective, it must be updated. Thus, 
apart from the Code, laws are enacted and changed in other. 
ways. Obviously, the Holy Father can promulgate a law when he 
finds it necessary. He does this through different papal 
documents. There is a commission which interprets Church law. 
When this commission interprets a law under its own special 
rules, a new law may emerge. Custom and usage are also sources 
of Church law. Finally, although the laws may not be universally 
binding, Church courts shape the law with their jurisprudence. 
We see this particularly in the area of marriage law. 


The Church does not have any constitutional law. (The Code 
of Canon Law is statutory; the laws are basic rules of operation.) 
Prior to the promulgation of the 1983 Code, there was an attempt 
to write a constitutional law for the Church. It was called ‘“The 
Fundamental Law of the Church.’’ It Was very controversial, 
and legal experts could not agree on its formulation. As a result, 
the Fundamental Law was.never promulgated. However, some 
of its ideas found their way into the 1983 Code as new canons. 


Our Christian Way of Life

| The lay way of thinking 


It is probably true to say that the Church has never 
before had a laity so well schooled, well read and prepared 
to argue as today. The emergence of the laity, called into 
motion by the Second Vatican Council, has taken a path 
somewhat different from that expected by most clerics, I 
think. 


Instead of swelling the ranks of well established parish 
organizations, the people of the Church have been 
forming themselves into study and discussion groups and 
coming up with ideas and attitudes that often question 
and challenge traditional concepts of lay roles. And, not 
infrequently, of priestly roles as well. 


HEALTHY FOR the Church as a whole as this may 
be, it can be disturbing and irritating to those whose 
viewpoint is strictly traditional. In contrast to the once- 
accepted belief that the Religious life is most surely the 
way to personal sanctity, married couples and single 
members of the secular working community are 
advancing arguments that it is more difficult to attain 
Christian perfection when deeply involved in family and 
worldly affairs — emotionally, 
supportively — therefore, spiritual growth is more 
meritorious in this environment. 


The most recent indication of this trend of reasoning 
came to my attention in a letter to a national Religious 
publication, in which the writer compares the. marital 
vows with these of Religious. He points out that the 
theological virtues of chastity, poverty and obedience 
operate equally in married life and family community and

financially and . 


religious life, adding that ‘‘An argument can be made 
that the married state makes greater demands on many 
virtues than does the religious life.” 

Arguments can, of course, be made to support almost 
any opinion and there will very likely be much that is 
valid, but do we need to argue comparisons? In 
particular, do we really need to argue-comparative virtue 
or spirituality? Even conceding that many lay people still 
feel as though they are second-class citizens of the 
Universal Church and subtly excluded from many of the 
good things of the-Good News, it surely is time for us to 
allow to those who follow other lifestyles the same freedom 
that Jesus allows us — to find their own way to unity with 
Him and so with the Father? 


IT SHOULD not seem diminishing nor insulting to 
lay people that Religious think their way is best. 
Obviously that is why they chose it. It should not be seen 
as in any way derogatory to Religious that lay people find 
their way more meritorious. Possibly that is why they 
chose it — or if they did not, obviously they have come to 
understand it in that way. 


We are all, unfortunately, very much prone to 
subjective judgments. The lay person is appalled and 
disillusioned at evidence of conflict and malice in the 
rectory or convent. ‘‘How can they be like that and yet 
say Mass every morning and hold the Body of Christ in 
their hands?”’ they murmur in easy scandal. Priests may 
look at a loving family unit and wonder, with a sense of 


personal loneliness, how quarrels and rejection can find a 
place there. } 


THE TRUTH is that the Christian life is difficult 
regardless of what lifestyle we chose. The Christian 
calling is the same for everyone and it demands a loving, 
forgiving, self-forgetting- commitment. None of us is 
likely to remain faithful to our commitment at all times. 
We will all falter and fail from time to time. We will all 
suffer disillusionment and feel disheartened. We will all 
do what we hate and not do what we wish to do. 


VIRTUE WILL not come easier or more freely to me - 
because I have taken Religious vows rather than those of 
marriage. Merit — for all the good it may do us — is not 
more likely in marriage and the secular struggle to make a 
living and support a family. We are all together in this 
endeavor; all part of the Christian thrust to reconcile 
ourselves and our world to Christ./We should not expect 
more from others than we do from ourselves. 


If we want holy priests who inspire and rally us to 
greater effort, we need to pray that they will be so graced. 
If we want holier laity who will inspire us, as priests, to 
greater service and thankfulness, we need to pray for that, 
too. Casting aspersions is a mutually destructive exercise. 


Let us be what we are, living the life we have chosen, 
with conviction and optimism and thankfulness for the 
opportunity to work as one towards making the visible 
body of Christ a reality in ourselves and our lives, with 
love and respect for our differences and our choices. 


Mission San Diego de Alcala — | 


One might say that Mission San Diego de Alcala has 
had an ongoing restoration history since that fatal night of 
November 5, 1775, when rebellious Indians burned and 

‘pillaged the compound, then brutally murdered the 
young pastor, Father Luis Jayme. Two years after this 
desecration the Mission was rededicated. A larger more 


commodious \church had. been erected with stone 


foundations, along with other buildings enclosed by a 
high adobe wall. Again, in two year’s time, a larger 
church was built with a roof secure against fire. 


_ This first period of rebuilding ended in 1785 after 
church number three had been erected with a roof of mud 
and tules. It was blessed and dedicated on June 2, 1782, 
and was to last for 28 years. Three disastrous 
earthquakes, one of 1803, a very severe one in 1813, and 
again in 1893, all took their toll on Mission San Diego, as 
they did in most of the California missions. 


CHURCH NUMBER four, the last and largest, was 
designed and supervised by Father Jose Bernardo 
Sanchez, a Spanish Franciscan from Old Castile, Spain, 
who had volunteered for the California missions. He 
came to San Diego in 1804 at the age of 26, and served at 
the mission until 1820. The mission had been established 
for 35 years when he arrived. A new church begun on 
September 29, 1808, was dedicated on November 12,

1813, and work was begun on the dam and aqueduct, 
both of which were completed in 1816. Nothing is known 
of the last illness and death of Father Sanchez, but records 
show-that he was buried in the sanctuary of Mission San 
Gabriel at the age of 55, by Father Vicente Pascual Oliva. 


~ By 1850, Mission San Diego de Alcala had fallen into _ 


utter ruin. Father Anthony Dominic Ubach, who had 
come to California from St. Vincent’s Seminary, Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., eight years later, was ordained by 
Archbishop Joseph Sadoc Alemany in San Francisco in 
1860. He was made pastor of Mission San Juan Bautista 
the same year. Five years later he was sent to Marysville 
and then to the Old Plaza Church in Los Angeles for one 
year. In 1886, he was named pastor of San Diego for the 
poorest and unpromising parish of Old Town. By 1892, 
he covered an area greater than Massachusetts, and also 
held services monthly and semi-monthly in National City, 
South San Diego, El Cajon, Escondido, San Pascual, 
Mesa Grande, Santa Ysabel, Julian, Capitan Grande, 
Descanso and Coronado. 


Father Ubach deserves credit for being the first to start 
a crusade to again restore Mission San Diego, which by 
1880 showed only the front wall. He began an earnest 


endeavor during the early 1890s to restore what he could, 
but his death in 1907 brought everything temporarily to a 
halt. 


AN EARLY letter in the San Diego archives, dated 
April 4, 1909, written by Julius Wagerheim, president of 
the Bank of Commerce and Trust Company of San 
Diego, to Bishop Thomas James Conaty of Los Angeles, 
stated that he and a competent architect visited the 
Mission and discussed the possibilities of preserving the 
old ruins, surrounding them with an adequate park that 
would make it for all time a conspicuous memorial. He 
asked Bishop Conaty if the Church would cooperate in 
some way with the city to properly preserve the old ruins. 
He assured the bishop that the Landmark Society of 
Southern California would also be glad to cooperate in 
any way for the preservation and rebuilding of the 
mission. 


The following year of 1910, a corporation was formed 
with the bishop as one of the directors. The vice-president 
and managing director of the Spreckles Companies wrote 
to him stating that the main reason for forming the new 
corporation was to raise money to restore the mission. He 
included a very impressive list of suggested names for the 
Commission for the Restoration of the San Diego 
Mission. 


New mortifications 


One of St. Paul’s great lines keeps coming back in this 
age of reversals: ‘‘God is not mocked.’’ It comes to mind 
via an article in New York magazine (6/11/84) on ‘‘The 
New Puritans,’’ subtitled: ‘‘Deprivation Chic.’’ It 

_ describes what some people are doing these days because 
of conviction in faith; not faith in God, but in keeping the 
body well. 

We read of a woman who gets up at 5:30 a.m., takes a 
12-mile bike ride in Central Park, eats Granola for 
breakfast, yogurt and nuts for lunch, swims 1 1/2 miles, 
and eats vegetables for dinner. 


A MAN, 41, will have a banana, pear and apple for 
breakfast, followed with 35 vitamin pills, herbal 
compounds and bee pollen. He will swim two hours 
before going to the office, work out 45 minutes on exercise 
machines at noon, run six miles before-his dinner (yam, a 
baked potato, and pasta with a minimal amount of sauce 
plus multi-vitamins). 


These people deprive themselves of life’s pleasures. 
They do it not to mortify themselves, but ‘‘to keep fit,”’ to 
take care of the body. Along the way they prove they are 
persons of quality, determination and strong will. 


Remember incidents from lives of the saints as they 
were told to us? The original monks of the Eastern 
Church had diets similar to these modern diets. The 
monks refrained from human conversations to be close to 
God by training the tongue. Think on St. Patrick, who, it 
is reported, spent the night standing in ice cold water 
while he recited all 150 psalms. Recall the ordeal of St. 
Anthony in the desert, who threw himself into brambles 
to tame the flesh. How about St. Francis who sprinkled 
ashes upon his food so he would not enjoy the food too 
much? Those people did this, they said, to get closer to 
God. 


THE NEW Puritans are doing much to get ahead. 
Catholics discontinued fasting and abstinence in the post- 
Vatican II ‘‘throwing out the baby with. the bathwater,”’ 
to ‘‘be modern.’” We said abstinence on Friday was hard 
on people, asked too much of them. We were told a little 
bit of food on Lenten weekdays and no meat on Fridays 
was not what God wanted of us. What happened? 
Through the back door-came these New Puritans, in 
revolt against our culture of too much food, of everything. 


One playwright eats no milk products, meats, salt or 
sugar, no starch, coffee, tea or alcohol. He fasts one day a 


month, one week out of the year, Why? It’s a way of 
reaching the mind through the body. 


That’s what the old books on spirituality said; instead 
of ‘‘mind,’’ substitute ‘‘soul.’’ Mortification was to be a 
way of expressing love for God, was part of the Purgative 
Way, to clear out distractions so one could attend to the 
love of God. 


VICTORIAN CHRISTIANS, placed stress on good 
eating habits and gave us the graham cracker invented by 
Sylvester Graham, who preached ‘‘moral 
vegetarianism.’’ John Kellogg wanted to create a cereal 
designed to cut down lewd thoughts and produced 
Kellogg’s Cornflakes. Both must be turning over in their 
graves as we consume lemon cream pie, but made with 
graham cracker crust, or eat french fried chicken rolled in 
cornflakes, but fried in oodles of fat. 


It’s typical of what we’ve been doing in the Church the 
last twenty years. Some of the things we threw out the 
front windows are sneaking back through the kitchen 
door: fasting, abstinence, mortification, self-denial. The 
““new’’ Catholics saw all these as negatives; unbelievers 
now see them as a way of self-improvement. Talk about 
reversal!

India, the world’s second most 
populous country with a 1983 population 
of 683 million, has used monetary 
inducements to promote sterilization. 
Large outdoor signs promote abortion. 


Sister Bernard, who is also a medical 
doctor, said that the population problem 
has to be viewed in the context of 
marriage and family life, emphasizing 


freedom and the couple’s mutual 
responsibilities. 
SHE SAID her natural family 


planning programs, located in India’s 
Tamil Nadu state, are geared toward this 
perspective. 


“Qur focus is the growth of the 
couple.”’ 


Her 128 salaried workers in- the 
regional program accomplish this goal by 
giving presentations on family life. They 
publicize their efforts by sending 
information to parishes, talking to village 
leaders and going from home to home. 


THE WORKERS explain the merits 
of natural family planning and gather 
names for later visits to anyone interested 
in learning these techniques at home. 


Couples are trained to use the Billings 
method, which uses cervical’mucus levels 
to determine times during a month when 
pregnancy can occur. Sister Bernard said 
these techniques allow couples to make 
their own decisions to achieve or postpone 
pregnancy instead of the government 
making these decisions for them. 


IMMIGRATION: The law and the Church

The U.S. Catholic Conference, public 
policy agency of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, has for several years 
prodded Congress toward immigration 
reform and criticized efforts it regarded as 
unwise. 


Moreover, it was a well-known Church 
academician, Holy Cross Father 
Theodore M. Hesburgh, president of the 
University of Notre Dame, who chaired 
the federal Select Commission on 
Immigration and Refugee Policy that in 
the: 1970s began delving into the murky 
issue of immigration law reform. 


WITHIN THE massive 
documentation that comprised the 1981 
final report of the Hesburgh commission 
were several recommendations that 
proved to be some of the most 
controversial in the 1984 congressional 
debate on the subject. 


For example, the commission 


recommended: 


e “That legislation be passed making 


it illegal for employers to hire 
undocumented workers.”’ 
e “That a program to legalize 


undocumented-illegal aliens now in the 
United States be adopted.”’ 


¢ That the temporary workers or guest 
workers program be changed ’so that it is 
more costly for employers to hire 
temporary workers (instead of U.S. 
workers) by forcing employers to pay 
Social Security and unemployment 
insurance for the temporary workers. 


e “That the current English-language 
requirement for naturalization be 
retained,’’ with flexibiity in the system to 
waive that requirement for elderly would- 
be citizens who cannot read, write or 
speak English. 


Both the House bill and the parallel 
Senate immigration reform bill, passed in 
1983, would require penalties against 
employers who hire illegal aliens. The 
U.S. Catholic Conference had opposed 


this provision. 


THE HOUSE and Senate bills both 
also provide amnesty for aliens who 
arrived in the United States illegally, 
although they take different approaches in 
setting up the amnesty provisions. The 
Senate would use a _ two-pronged 
approach of permanent residency for 
those in the United States by 1977 and 
temporary resident status for those who 
arrived between Jan. 1, 1977 and Jan. 1, 
1980; the House would extend amnesty to 
those in the United States before 1982. 
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The USCC backed a 1982 cut-off and 
strongly urged adoption of the amnesty 
proposal, which the Church agency called 
‘the most important provision of the 
bill.’’? The House also called for amnesty 
recipients to study English and civics and 
hold jobs before being granted permanent 
residency. The English requirement 
would be lifted for the elderly. 


Both bills also call for reform in the 
guest worker program, with the House 
voting to. expand the program. The 
USCC said it was ‘‘very disappointed”’ 
by the approval for the guest worker 
program. 


OTHER HESBURGH commission 
proposals included recommendations that 
illegal aliens, wherever possible, should 
be made to pay for their transportation 
and deportation out of the country; that 
funding for high levels of ‘‘alien 
apprehension, detention and 
deportation’’ should be maintained; that 
“reunification of families should continue 


to play a major and important role in. 
. U.S. immigration policy;’’ and that - 


law be firmly ‘and consistently enfor 
against U.S. citizens who aid aliens who 
do not have valid visas to enter the 
country.”’ 


Over the years, the USCC has urged 
that reunification of families be a priority 
in immigration policy. 

The Hesburgh commission’s 
recommendation on~-cracking down on 
those who aid illegal aliens preceded by a 
few years the growing, interfaith U.S. 
sanctuary movement, in which churches 
and religious groups willingly hide and 
protect illegal aliens. Laws have already 
been invoked against those who aid illegal 
aliens. 


HOUSE APPROVAL sent the 
immigration bill ahead to Senate-House 
conference committee action, where 
differences between the two chambers’ 
versions of the measure were to be 
resolved. 


Because of the complex issues raised by 
factors such as the sanctuary movement 
and local implementation of the 
immigration law once it is officially on the 
books, scene of debate over immigration 
policy is likely to move from Washington 
to the farms and streets of America. 


There, Church involvement is likely to 
go on, if not increase. As Bishop Thomas 
Kelly, then USCC general secretary and 
now archbishop of Louisville, said in 
1981: ‘“The Church has a deep interest in 
this field and will continue to make its 
voice heard on all aspects of the 
question.”

She said the regional program, which 
taught the techniques to over 45,000 
couples over the past five years, reached 
and followed through to more couples 
than any other similar program in the 
world. She said data she has gathered 
indicated that unwanted pregnancies 
occurred in only .5 percent of monitored 
cases. 


THE SECOND program she directs 
focuses on training of Asian medical 
professionals in natural family planning 
techniques. 


The natural family planning movement 
in India is growing extensively and 
rapidly, according to Sister Bernard, who 
has been involved with it for the past 10 
years. She has directed the Tamil Nadu 
regional program for the past eight years. 


She said the method has a special 
appeal because 65 percent to 70 percent of 
India’s population is rural and in close 
contact with nature. 


“IT’S VERY much in keeping with 
the religious values of the people,’’ she 
said, adding that the method is also 
attractive because it does not require 
recurring costs or medical facilities. 


Catholics only constitute 1.7 percent of 
India’s population, but Sister Bernard 
said the programs serve anyone who is 
interested. In fact, most participants are 


non-Catholic — 52 percent of the couples 
are Hindu and eight percent are Moslem. 


But the movement still must overcome 
government and clerical apathy and 
medical hostility, Sister Bernard said. She 
said much of the misunderstanding arises 
from ignorance. She is gathering data to 
convince non-believers that natural 
family planning is a viable alternative to 
contraception and sterilization. 


SHE ALSO hopes to expand her 
programs to include courses on the 
theology of the family and a federation of 
pro-life doctors who favor natural family 
planning: Such a federation would have 
more of an influence in dialogues with the 
government, she said. 


According to Deepak Vohra, press 
secretary at the Indian embassy in 
Washington, the Indian government 
offers economic incentives to families with 
two or fewer children. The country’s 
birth control programs are voluntary, he 
said, and according to government 
estimates 60 million to 70 million birthis 
have been averted due to these efforts. 
About one-third of couples of 
reproductive age have been reached by 
these programs, he said. 


The government, according to Sister 
Bernard, offers monetary inducements 
for men who undergo sterilizations and 
women who use contraceptive devices.

In early May I departed from 
Washington, D.C., for Quito, 
Ecuador, to attend a conference 
of the Organization of Latin 
American Seminaries. Newspapers 
then were carrying front-page 
photos of Pope John Paul II's trip 
to Korea. 

Bishops and priests from all 
but three nations of Central and 
South America participated in the 
Quito conference. Most traveled 
2,000 miles or more to attend. 

While there, I asked many per- 
sons why they thought the pope 
traveled so much. Bishop Hugo 
Polanco Brito of the Dominican 
Republic responded: ‘‘Because 
people want him to come. And 
he is coming to our country 
soon, That’s all people are talking 
about. They can’t believe that the 
pope will actually kiss the soil of 
our homeland. Hundreds. of 
thousands will come to see the 
pope. The excitement is 
unbelievable.”’ 

“Why does the pope travel? 
Why not? Is he not the father of 
the Catholic family?’’ someone 
commented. “Like the pastor in a 
parish who will make house calls 
when asked, our Holy Father 
makes ‘nation calls.’”’ 

Yet another conference partici- 
pant said: ‘I believe it is the 
pope’s way of keeping in touch 
with the heart of the church. 
When he puts the head of a small 
child between his hands and 
kisses the child’s forehead, he is 
more pope than when he sits 
before the whole Curia,” he 
added. 

Pope Paul VI’s journey to the 
United Nations in 1965 marked 
the first time in centuries that a 
pope made any kind of extended 
trip away from Rome. The pope 
once was known as ‘“‘the prisoner 
of the Vatican.”’ But the present 
pope is known as the traveler of 
the world, his global parish. He 
hopes to express the fact that he 
is ‘‘for others’ by being ‘‘with 
others.” 


Between 1962 and 1972 12 
Americans journeyed to the 
moon. James Irwin told what it 
was like: “I felt an overwhelming 
sense of the presence of God on

the moon.” 

Edgar Mitchell reported that on 
the way back from the moon, 
while contemplating the Earth 
from afar, he had a “‘peak-ex- 
perince, a religious experience, - 
an explosion of awareness...what 
a religious person might call a 
revelation.”’ 

I sometimes wonder how the 
pope feels about his journeys. I 


cannot help but think that seeing 
thousands of God’s people lining 
the streets, cheering and singing, 
must be deeply moving — what I 
might call a religious experience. 
The first time I spoke before a 
crowd of 5,000 persons was dur- 
ing a Freeport, Ill., high school 
graduation in 1969. The people 
had come to see their sons, 
daughters and friends graduate. 
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But for me it was a celebration of 
accomplishment for young peo- 
ple who had grown in wisdom, 
age and grace. I remember being 
awed and frightened. It was an 
exhausting, yet exhilarating ex- 
perience — and memorable. 
Surely the pope sees and feels 
even more. 


Why does the pope travel so 
much? A story from the comic 
Strip, ‘““Peanuts,’’ comes to mind. 
Lucy says: “‘I love mankind; it’s 
just people I can’t stand.” 

It’s quite the contrary for the 
pope. He intends to show love 
for human beings by being with 
them. In fact, he travels great, tir- 
ing distances, even risking 
assassination, to show it. The 
pope amazes me by his energy, 
fearlessness, enthusiasm and liv- 
ing spirit. 


From the news accounts of his 
trips — from looking over the 
pope’s shoulder, you might say 
— we have the advantage of see- 
ing how the Good News has 
been carried to many corners of 
the universe. His travels fulfill a 
role by exposing people to this 
wider vision of the church, a 
global vision. 

The pope helps: people to see 
the vastness and diversity of our 
earthly family, how we have 
changed in complexion and 
custom, language and ritual. But 
still we are one family. 


A newspaper I read recently 
carried a photo of Catholics from 
Enga Province in Papua New 
Guinea carrying a huge wooden 
cross to Mount Hagen where 
they would participate in a Mass 
with the pope. Looking at their 
faces and native dress, it took me 
a while to appreciate that these 
people too are my brothers and 
sisters in Christ. 

The people in that photo ap- 
peared so ‘‘foreign.”’ I’ve never 
seen a Sunday congregation dress 
or look like them. But, yes, they 
are part of my family in God. 
The pope’s travels prompt me to 
see in all people the faces of my 
brothers and sisters.

Pope John Paul II hits people 
“like a lightning bolt,” said Sister 
Prudence Allen. Some people, 
“drawn like a magnet,”’ find their 
faith and their gifts activated by 
the encounter. Others pull back. 
But where this pope is concerned 
“there’s no neutral encounter,” 
commented the Sister of Mercy 
of Alma. 

The pope is uniquely qualified 
through his personal experiences 
and his intellectual training in 
Poland “‘to understand the pro- 
blems of people,”’ said Sister 
Allen, a professor of philosophy 
at Concordia University in Mon- 
treal, Quebec. 

“Instead of pulling away from 
the world, Pope John Paul II 
plunges into the world,” explain- 
ed Sister Allen. For her, the 
pope’s love and intense concern 
for people comes through fre- 
quently in his travels: 

—The pope makes it a point to 
study the culture and customs of 
those he visits and usually 
celebrates at least some portion 
of the Mass in native languages. 

—He works hard at gearing his 


.addresses to the needs of the in- 


dividuals and groups he meets. In 
addressing youth, he tries ‘“‘to ac- 
tivate their high ideals and 
values,’ Sister Allen said. He 
realizes young people need to 
fight against “‘apathy and the feel- 
ing that nothing has value.”’ 

—He consistently promotes 
human rights by focusing on the 
dignity of individuals and groups. 

Sister Allen has been meeting 
regularly for three years in Canada 

ith a small group of doctors, 

vyers, social workers, journalists 
and philosophers to discuss the 
writings of Pope John Paul II. The 
group’s goal is “to understand 
what Pope John Paul is saying and 
why,” Sister Allen said. 

The group has read many of © 
the pope’s texts, including his en- 
cyclical on mercy, his apostolic 
letter on suffering and his 
speeches on marriage. 

The “‘pope’s love of learning is 
striking,” Sister Allen said. ““We’ve 
never had a pope so well educat- 
ed in terms of contemporary 
philosophy.” Well-read in such 
thinkers as Karl Marx and Sigmund 
Freud, who have had a large in- 
fluence on modern society, the 
pope tries to show “‘what’s good 
in these thinkers and where their 
limits are,’ she said. His interest is 
to discover “‘effective ways of 
reforming the world.” 

In his writings, the pope tries 
to forge new ways of ap- 
proaching problems, Sister Allen 


thinks. Often he does this by 
looking for a ‘“‘middle ground”’ 
between polarized positions. 

The pope takes care to keep 
up-to-date on what’s happening 
in the world of ideas too. 
Periodically he invites leading 
scholars to Castelgandolfo, the 
papal summer residence, for con- 
ferences on current issues in 
science, philosophy or theology. 
The pope listens and participates 
in the discussions. 

In Sister Allen’s analysis, the 
pope is making a “‘breakthrough”’ 
in the world of ideas on what it 
means to be a person. The pope 
tells people this happens only by 
integrating “‘psychological, social 
and spiritual values,’ she added 

The pope “‘pushes people to un- 
derstand their calling” in terms of 
a vocation to a particular life: as a 
lay person, a Religious or a priest, 
Sister Allen said. He urges people 
to recognize that “everyone is call- 
ed to a vocation, to become the 


_ person you were baptized to be,” 


the Mercy Sister said. 
Studying the papal texts has 


.-had some surprising results for 


members of her discussion 
group, Sister Allen noted. One 
member converted to Catholi- 
cism, another returned to |; 
Catholicism.

Looking into the poor man’s eyes

Luke’s Gospel has been called 
the social Gospel. In a special 
way it shows Jesus preaching 
and living a message of justice. 
There is a particular urgency 
about the message here. 

The prophets of old usually 
delivered their messages bluntly 
and directly. Jesus preferred the 
subtler, but at least equally effec- 
tive, means of storytelling. 

Stories remembered all over 
the world 2,000 years after the 
telling are extraordinary. In some 
mysterious way they speak to the 
depths of the human heart. 

Who doesn’t recognize the 
story of the Good Samaritan, for 
instance, or of Lazarus, who 
longed to eat crumbs from the 
rich man’s table? 

The Parable of the Good 
Samaritan came in response to a 
legal expert’s question: ““Who is 
my neighbor?” (Luke 10). 

In response, Jesus offered a 


story. It was so designed that it 
might demonstrate how the one 
who asked the question could be 
a neighbor to others. The story 
was a demonstration — and a 
challenge. 

In the story, three men 
discover a wounded man along 
the road. Only one — a 
Samaritan — stops to help. 

After telling the story, Jesus 
asked who had proved to be a 
neighbor to the wounded man. 
And the lawyer had to answer — 
even if he choked on the reply. 

The lawyer couldn’t bring 
himself to say “‘the Samaritan.”’ 
But he had to admit that the 
neighbor in the story was the 
one who treated the wounded 
man “‘with compassion.” 

Lest the lawyer miss the prac- 
tical point, Jesus told him plainly: 
“Then go and do the same.”’ 

This was not just a powerful 
lesson in concern for the unfor- 
tunate. In the story, the two men 
who neglected to help the 
wounded man out of regard for 


their own selfish interests were 
neglecting a fellow-Jew. 

By contrast, the one who came 
to his aid was a Samaritan. His 
hatred of Jews had been nourish- 
ed by centuries of deep-seated 
prejudice. 

What the Samaritan saw in this 
case was not a Jew who happen- 
ed to be bleeding; he saw a hur- 
ting, helpless human being. That 
was enough. 

And the generosity and per- 
sonal interest the Samaritan con- 
tinued to show in the story’s se- 
quel are a biting indictment of 
cold and uninvolved expressions 
of charity. 

What is the real point in the 
story of Lazarus and the rich 
man? When you read this story 
in Chapter 16 of Luke’s Gospel, 
notice how the poor beggar is ig- 
nored by the others. 

For them, Lazarus was just part 
of the scenery, an unsightly 
smudge on the canvas. The 
easiest thing to do was to look 
the other way.

A stunning encounter

One hot summer day in Rome, 
my wife Angeline and I discov- 
ered Pope John Paul Il, the pastor, 
in a totally unexpected way. 

A crowd of pilgrims from 
many nations was pouring into 
St. Peter’s Square. Some 40,000 
people had managed to get 
tickets for the pope’s general 
audience. 

Angeline and I came late. We 
had arrived only the day before 
on foot from Amiens in northern 
France, on a Holy Year pilgri- 
mage. We could not afford to 
stay long in Rome, but we hoped 
at least to see the Holy Father 
before continuing on our pilgri- 
mage to Jerusalem. : 

Somehow the Swiss Guards 
succeeded in finding two last 
places in the square. For us, it 
was strange to be in such a huge 
crowd. We had spent months 
alone, walking in the pouring 
rain and blazing sunshine. Now, 
here we were in a sea of ap- 
plauding pilgrims. 

Spaniards broke into song, 
Czechs held up banners,. Viet- 
namese grouped together in ex- 
pectation of seeing the pope. 


Hands reached out from all direc-. = 


tions as soon as the Holy Father 
arrived. He blessed the crowd. 
People strained to see him. 


But Lazarus was not a smudge. 
He was human. His misery was at 
least the indirect by-product of 
their luxury. 

After the rich man died, it was 
too late for him to right the situa- 
tion. His plea from the dead that 
his brothers be warned by 
Lazarus before they made the 
same mistake met with a chilling 
reply: ““They have Moses and the 
prophets. Let them hear them.” 

The rich man realizes that he 
never listened to the warnings of 
the prophets about injustice and 
that his brothers won't either. So 
he pleads for someone to return 
from the dead with a warning that

will shock them into their senses. — 


The final answer to this frantic 
plea is devastating. “If they do 
not listen to Moses and the pro- 
phets, they will not be convinced 
even if one should rise from the 
dead” (Luke 16:31).

We had walked very far to get 
to Rome. Now, seeing him so 
near, we wanted to share the 
story of our pilgrimage with him. 
. As he passed. along the railing, 
Angeline took his hand and told 
him what we were doing. : 

How could he understand how 
we felt about our pilgrimage? 

The pope blessed us and then 
said simply: “Do you want to 
come to Mass with me?” A 
Vatican secretary then stepped for- 
ward to take our address in Rome 
in order to get in touch with us. 
Imagine our amazement! 

Later in the week, Angeline and 
I were invited to come to the 
pope’s summer residence at 
Castelgandolfo. Here the pope 
would celebrate Mass in a chapel. 

We entered the courtyard of the 
residence just after sunrise and 
chatted with the other visitors. 


’ Then we were led upstairs and 


along corridors until we reached 
the chapel. 

In front of the altar knelt the 
pope. We had never seen anyone 
so deep in prayer. He seemed 
wholly tuned to God; his head 
was cupped in his hands. Above 
the altar was a painting of Our 
Lady. of Czestochowa, which he 
seemed to glance up at several 
times. | : 

. He remained in prayer a long 
time. The windows of the chapel 
looked out on a pink dawn above 
Lake Albano. It was a scene of in- 
describable beauty. While the 
pope put on vestments, he con- 
tinued to pray with two other 
priests and a cardinal. 

They celebrated the Mass in 
Latin. We joined in the Gloria. It 
was a moment of true fellowship: 
“Glory to God in the highest and 
peace to his people on earth.” 

We felt that the pope had in- 
vited us to this chapel because he 
wanted us to experience and share 
together the greatest of Christ’s 
mysteries. This communion of 
worship meant more to us than 
anything in the world because it 
was so simple and full of peace 
and prayer. 

After the concluding rite, we left 
the chapel silently. The pope re- 
mained kneeling before the altar. 

Then he came out to speak to 
each one of us. When he came to 
Angeline and me, he asked about 
our pilgrimage and blessed us. 

“Thank you for your visit,’’ he 
said. “Pray for me during your 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem.” 

Like a true pastor, he gave us 
encouragement which would help 
us during our long walk to the 
Holy Land.

Speaking in what he called the 
‘language of the heart,’’ Pope 
John Paul II brought a “‘message 
of compassion and hope’”’ to 
refugees at Phanat Nikhom. This 
is a camp in Thailand for 17,000 
Indochinese refugees. 

“We are truly brothers and 
sisters, members of the same 
human family, sons and 
daughters of the same loving 
Father,” the pope told them. 

He added, “I wish to share > 
with you your sufferings, your 
hardships, your pain, so that you 
may know that someone cares 
for you, sympathizes with your 
plight and works to help you 
find relief, comfort and a reason 
for hope.” 

The pope had some sugges- 
tions for the refugees. He urged 
them to 

—remember their identity as 
free people who have a rightful 
place in this world and to remain 
firmly rooted in their respective 
cultures; 

—take whatever opportunities 
arise to learn a new language and 
perfect a skill to adapt to new 
social situations. : 

The pilgrim pope pledged to 
help the refugees. And later, in a 
speech to top officials of the Thai 
government he spoke of the 
refugees’ situation. 

Visiting the camp, he told the 
government Officials, “was a par- 
ticularly moving experience for

me because, as I looked into the 
faces of so many suffering human 
beings, at the same time I realiz- 
ed that there were thousands 
more in a similar situation.” 

To keep silent on their plight, 
the pope continued, ‘would be a 
kind of denial of what the 
Catholic Church teaches about 
human dignity and about how in- 
dividuals and nations can and 
should respond in defense of th.- 
dignity.” 

He pointed out that each 
refugee “is an individual human 
being, with his or her own digni- 
ty and personal history.’ The 
refugees’ anguish is worsened, he 
said, because they have been 
“uprooted from their 
homes...and have left behind the 
tombs of their ancestors. Ina 
very real way they have left 
behind a part of themselves.” 

The pope defended the rights 
of the refugees. He noted that 
resettlement alone is never a 
“final answer.’’ Refugees “have a 
right to go back to their roots, to 
return to their native land,’ he 
said. apie 

In the long run, the pope add- 
ed, the refugees’ difficulties can’t 
be solved “‘unless the conditions 
are created’ for genuine recon- 
ciliation and forgiveness across 
the world, between nations and 
between differing groups within 
nations.

James was very upset with the 
way some of his fellow Christians 
were acting. They treated rich 
people with more care than poor 
people. 

So James decided to write a 
letter to the Christian com- 
munities. He knew they 
respected him. He hoped his let- 
ter would help them change their 
ways. 

“T send you my greetings,” 
James began his letter. Then he 
got right to the point. ““My 
brothers and sisters, if you really 
love Jesus Christ, you cannot 
play favorites.”’ 

James stopped to think. He 
remembered some of the times 
he saw his friends being nice to 
rich people and ignoring the 
poor. He decided to make up a 
story to help his friends see what 
they were doing. 

“Suppose. a well-dressed man 
comes into your assembly,” 
James wrote. “Suppose his suit is 
expensive and the latest fashion. 
He has gold rings on his fingers. 
At the same time a poor man 
comes in with torn clothes and 
shabby shoes.”’ 

James put down his pen for a 
moment. He imagined how the 
rich man and the poor man look- 
ed. He imagined how the Chris- 
tians might treat the two of 
them. He wrote what he knew 
would happen. 

“Suppose you notice the rich 
man and find him a special place. 
You might say to him, ‘Sir, please 
sit right here.’ 

“Then you go over to the poor 
man and tell him, ‘You can 
stand!’ or ‘Sit over there where 
no one will see you!’ If you act

like that, are you not showing 
that you care little for the poor?”’ 

James felt he had made his 
point. But he was still angry that 
his Christian brothers and sisters 
were acting the way they did. So 
he wrote more. 

“Listen, my brothers and 
sisters. Didn’t God choose the 
poor to be rich in faith? Yet you 
treat the poor badly. The way 
you should act is this: Love your 
neighbor as yourself.”’ 

James read over what he had 
written. He liked what he wrote. 
But he felt he had one more 
point that needed saying. 

“What good is it to say you 
have faith in God when you act 
in a way that is not the way God 
acts? Suppose you see someone 
who has no decent clothes and 
no food. What good is it to wish 
others well if you do not give 
them food and clothing? Tell me 
what good that is?”’ 

James finally felt happy about 
his letter.

He knew that some peo- 
ple would not like it, but he felt 
he had to write what he did. 

He folded up the letter and 
prepared it for delivery. He asked 
God to bless those who would 
read his letter or hear it. 

James could never have guess- 
ed that people almost 2,000 years 
later would still be reading his 
letter. It speaks to us as strongly 
now as it spoke to our ancestors 
long ago.

LINDA VISTA — Hard work and endurance has been 
the specialty of a diminutive 83-year-old former diocesan 
employee and current Immaculata parishioner. 
Dolores V. Trejo was born in Mexico City in 1901 to a 
13-year-old mother who had been ‘‘abused,’’ as Miss 


. Trejo calls it, by an American. Five years later, Miss 


Trejo’s mother gave birth to a son, who was conceived in 
similar circumstances. 


THE SOCIAL shame of bearing children out of 
wedlock was great, Miss Trejo said. She remembers 
running to tell her grandmother about her mother’s new 
son. Her grandmother ‘‘dropped dead in bed’’ when she 
heard the news. 


“*Maybe it was her heart,’’ Miss Trejo said. She thinks 
a contributing factor in her death was ‘“‘this pressure of 
my mother having another child.’’ 


As a pre-teen, Miss Trejo was a practical nurse in 
Mexico City during the Mexican Revolution. If she had 
been able to stay in school two more years she could have 
been a registered nurse. 


ECONOMIC REALITIES forced her to leave school. 
By age 22 she had learned enough English to find a job at 
a restaurant that wanted bi-lingual workers. She soon 
landed a position as interpreter at the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, where she earned enough to care for her 


’ mother and brother. 


There, Miss Trejo contracted tropical diseases which 
she thinks may have contributed to her long history -of 
health problems. Even now, she is sometimes temporarily 
paralyzed. 


When Miss Trejo was 30 she arrived in Tijuana, where 

- she was hired as a tutor for a family from Sicily that spoke 

no English or Spanish. She taught the children enough 

Spanish to attend school. Meanwhile, she moonlighted by 
starting a multi-city laundry service. 


FIVE YEARS later, the teaching job ended. She was 
financially responsible for her.mother and sister-in-law 
(her brother left a young widow when he was killed in a 
“‘freak accident’’), so “‘I was so pcaely looking for a 
job.”’ 

Each day she began her job hunt as early as 6 a.m., 
although few people were even out of bed then. At 
Caliente Racetrack one morning she met an Indian 
woman who directed ber toa family she thought needed a 

Miss Trejo was hired by a contractor as a tutor at the 
end of 1935. That year, at a Christmas party, she was 
introduced to the family’s American guests. 


AFTER THE guests left, Miss Trejo’s new boss asked 


her if she would like to go to the United States where she 


could work for the Americans she had just met; one of the 
women had_a nursery school in Chula Vista. 


On her 35th birthday, she received the necessary 
papers to go to the United States. She worked at the 
Chula Vista school until its demise. She was paid 50 cents 
a day plus room and board. 


After the nursery school folded, she had a few more 
tutorial jobs. The United States brought her first contact 
with Protestants. ‘‘I was afraid’’ initially, she said, 
because she knew nothing but Roman Catholicism. 


MISS TREJO lived in Kensington and had charge of 
one young boy; his parents were fearful of his safety and 
forbade her to take him out of the neighborhood, and she 
took him to services at a nearby Presbyterian church. In 
connection with another job, she had been ‘‘baptized’’ in 
the Baptist Church. 


“‘T have been involved in too many denominations,’’ 
she said. However, exposure to other faiths left her with 
the conviction, ‘‘It’s one God who controls everything.’’ 


At the end of 1939, she was hired to care for an ailing 
doctor, Robert Gordon Sharp. Through the non-Catholic 
doctor, she met his friend, Bishop Charles F. Buddy. The 
physician and bishop were both from Missouri. 


YEARS LATER, in 1960, the bishop asked Miss 
Trejo to work for him as housekeeper. The bishop was 
often out of town, she said, so there was not-much to do. 
“T started cleaning the other rooms in the chancery. I am 
very active, so it was not enough for me.’”’ 


She quickly moved on to a job in the cafeteria of the 
College for Women, now the University of San Diego. 


Miss Trejo remembers watching the raising of the 
Marian statue to the top of the Immaculata from a 
vantage point in Mission Hills. In 1960, when the 
Immaculata was new, priests often said Masses in all the 
chapels at 8 a.m. “‘In every chapel, one priest,” she said. 


ALMOST AS varied as her career has been Miss 
Trejo’s very long history of physical ailments. Just last 
year she lost her balance and fell and broke her arm. 
““Because my bones are soft they are not healing.”’ 

Miss Trejo, a naturalized American citizen, never 
married. She was engaged once, to an American who 
came to Mexico after World War I. He moved back to 
Tacoma, Wash., and said he would find a way to bring 
her to America. However, they eventually dropped their 
marriage plans. 


Despite her trials, Miss Trejo’s faith has never flagged, 
she said. ‘‘I have been living with God since I was born. 
Nobody can live without God. My faith in God is great. 
I’ve belonged in the Catholic faith since I was born.”’ 

A RELATIVE used to make her sit in front of a 
picture of the Sacred Heart when she was only three or 
four. ‘‘I talked to Him, evidently, in my way.’’ Even 
now, she prays one hour every fourth day of the month to 
the Sacred Heart and belongs to the Daughters of the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. 


“If you have faith in God, you have everything.”’ 


Three U.S. archbishops to get palliums 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Twenty-one new resident 
archbishops, including three from the United States, will 
receive the pallium in a Vatican ceremony June 29. 


The pallium is a white woolen circular band given to 
resident archbishops to symbolize their shane a in papal 
authority. 


UNDER CHANGES made by Pope John Paul II, this 
will be the first time the palliums are conferred outside a 
consistory of cardinals, said Father Fred Voorhes, a U.S. 
member of the Vatican Congregation for Bishops. 

The three U.S. archbishops, according to a list 
prepared by the congregation, are Archbishop Bernard 
Law of Boston, Archbishop Daniel Kucera of Dubuque, 


~ Towa, and Archbishop John O’Connor of New York. 


Also on the list are archbishops from nine other 
countries: Peru; Spain, Mexico, Australia, Italy, Brazil, 
Guatemala, Argentina and France. 

UNTIL NOW, the palliums have been given during a 
consistory of cardinals, Father Voorhes said. But a few 
months ago Pope John Paul decided to make the 
conferring of palliums an annual event to take place June 


_29, the feast of Sts. Peter and Paul, he added. 


-Another change made by Pope John Paul is that the 
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palliums will be given to each archbishop by the pope, 
and not by a senior cardinal, Father Voorhes said. 


Archbishops unable to come to the Vatican for the 
event will receive the pallium from the papal 
representative in their own country. Previously, proxies 
for archbishops had received the pallium during the 
Vatican ceremony. 


FATHER VOORHES said there are two traditional 
kinds of consistories: ‘‘white’’ in which the cardinals 
certify men and women as saints before canonization, and 
“‘red’’ for new cardinals. 


The Vatican had announced a “‘white”’ consistory June 
25 to approve sainthood for an Ecuadoran Religious.

themselves.’’ 


PEOPLE IN general no longer value 
their elders, observed Father Wilson, and 
this places an additional burden on many 
who traditionally had family to look after 
them. ‘‘Our country has changed so 
much. People used to retain family ties, 
their closeness. This is almost all gone. 
But I don’t think that government should 
take on the personal burden of everyone. 
The answer is more Church and 
charitable involvement,’’ he said. 


There is a sensitivity in the Church 
toward her retired priests, feels Father 
Wilson. In the San Diego diocese there is 
a pension plan, and even a vicar for 
retired priests, Msgr. Peter Mimnagh, 
pastor of St. Vincent de Paul Church in 
Mission Hills. Retired priests can meet 
on a regular basis, and are invited to 
clergy education days and other diocesan- 
wide functions. 


“They want the retired priests to be as 
active as possible and to keep up with 
things,’’ said Father Wilson. ‘‘Msgr. 
(Mimnagh) has been very good about 
meeting retired priests and providing 
opportunities for them to get together.”’ 


BUT WHAT about the Church 
reaching out to all her elderly? ‘‘There is 
nothing very well developed, and 
certainly there should be a ministry of 
some sort. Our whole religious tradition 
is to respect the elderly, which is sadly 
lacking in our own society.”’ 


A priest, said Father Wilson, is not 
ordained for himself, but for others, and 
should exercise that ministry unless 
prevented by reasons of age or health. 
Retirement, for a priest, does not mean 
release from ministering to others, but 
“‘only from some specific office he held.”’ 


“I’m suré all retired priests want to 
consider themselves still priests, and of 
course they are,’’ he observed. 


FOR FATHER Wilson, retirement 
time is still a very active time. In addition 
to supply and other pastoral duties, he is 
reworking his homilies, all of them tape- 
recorded over the past years, into a 
manuscript on his home computer. And 
this fall, he plans to join more than 5,000 
other priests from around the world in

finds her work rewarding. ‘‘It’s an 
uplifting feeling,’’ she said. Hers is not 
just a job, but a place to help and be 
helped, she said. ‘“That’s why I chose this 
profession.” 


MRS. WEBB’S father was a minister. 
Her parents were 38 and 36 when she was 
born, So “they were always kind of 
older.’ ” Her parents often invited people 
without families to join them for holiday 
meals, so she regularly enjoyed the 
company of older visitors. 


“I’ve always been interested in old 


people. They always fascinated me,’’ 
Mrs. Webb said. 


For 12 years she was social director at a 
convalescent home. She felt ‘‘burned 
out’’ and wanted to help prepare for her 
daughter’s wedding, so she left that job. 


FOUR MONTHS later she took the 
job at the Maryland. ‘‘I found I needed 
it,’’.she said. She missed the contact with 
people. 


Very few young people drop by to talk 

to hotel residents, she said. ‘‘They think 
old people just don’t know where it’s at’’ 
and tend to consider old people ‘‘a 
nuisance.’’ 
Also, she said, senior citizens tend to be 
a lot more prudish’’ than any 
generation that followed them, because 
they had a “‘stricter upbringing.”’ 

“THERE IS a big difference in how 
they look at life in general,’’ Mrs. Webb 
said. If they have to accept government 
welfare they are ashamed. However, 
many had no idea how much inflation 
would affect them. ‘‘The cost of things 
absolutely shakes them up.”’ 

One does not have to be poor or a 
certain age to live in the Maryland. 
Residents there come from poor and rich 
backgrounds, she said. 

The ones who are struggling financially 
do not “‘give up,’’ she added. ‘‘They 
seem to want to live their life to the fullest 
up to the very end...They still feel an 
empathy for people who are in worse 
shape than them.’’

leadership of Archbishop John R. Quinn 
of San Francisco, is in response to Pope 
John Paul II’s recent letter on the 
“essential elements’’ of the Religious life, 
said Sister Irene, and she sees that 
dialogue in a very positive light. 


HER OWN appointment by Bishop 
Maher, said Sister Irene, is his own 
response to the pope’s letter, which asked 
each bishop ‘‘to render special pastoral 
service to the Religious of your diocese”’ 
and to enter into true dialogue with them. 


““‘We’re only too happy to work with 
our bishops, and the key to dialogue is to 
understand the words and gestures of all 
the parties concerned,”’ said Sister Irene. 
‘‘We want to respond to the request of the 
pope and to the bishops...we don’t want 
respond to everyone, but (only) the one 
speaking.”’ 


“Dialogue means you first seek to 
understand the other’s words before you 
respond,’’ she said. ‘‘In my own 
community our attitude is very sincere 
and positive, and that influences the way I 
see things. We are all very happy and 
eager to enter into this dialogue of mutual 
growth and support. Only good can come 
from it.’’ 

THE CHALLENGE facing women 
Religious is to grow in service and the 
Spirit and to help and support others in 
the Church ‘‘to their call,’’ said Sister 
Irene. 


Sister Irene has served her own order in 


a number of capacities at the chapter and _ 


provincial level, and is the RSCJ’s 
vocations contact locally. She has three 
master’s degrees (religious education, 
divinity and sacred theology), and 
training in pastoral counseling and

Sister Irene’s novitiate began before 
the changes mandated by the bishops 
assembled in Rome for the last 
ecumenical council: ‘‘We talked about 
Vatican II.

Priest charged after anti-abortion protest 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (NC) — 
Benedictine Father Edward Markley, 
coordinator of pro-life activities in the 
Diocese of Birmingham, was charged 
with one felony and two misdemeanors 
after allegedly damaging a clinic in 
Huntsville which performs abortions. 

Father Markley, pastor of Our Lady of 
the Shoals Church in Tuscumbia, Ala., 
was arrested June 19 at his rectory and 
charged with first-degree criminal 


mischief and two counts of third-degree 


assault. He was free on bond with a court 


hearing scheduled June 26. 


THE PRIEST originally was booked 
on a misconduct charge after he entered 
The Women’s Community Health 
Center June 15 and allegedly splattered 
red paint on the walls. He said he entered 
the center to do ‘‘something in the pro-life 
cause for Father’s Day,’’ June 17, and 
said he intended to damage abortion 
equipment in the facility. 

Vickie Sloup, a nurse and director of 
the center, said there was red paint on the 
walls and carpet and in the bathroom, 
causing $2,000 damage. 


Mrs. Sloup, a member of Good 
Shepherd Parish in Huntsville, signed the 
warrant for Father Markley’s arrest. She 
said she had a ‘‘personal sadness’’ over 
the incident and would resign her job. 


BISHOP JOSEPH G. Vath of 


- Birmingham issued a statement June 20, 


supporting Father Markley’s right to act 
according to his conscience. 

The bishop said he could not approve 
of destroying or defacing property or of 
‘violence to obtain a good end.”’ 


“‘At the same time, I must express my 


own conviction that a person must act 
according to a right conscience,’’ said the 
bishop. ‘‘If one is convinced that abortion 
is the taking of innocent life according to 
God’s revealed word, he is not acting 
unjustly according to God’s law in 
defending the innocent unborn ones.”’ 

BISHOP VATH said the right to life 
supersedes the rights to property and 
privacy. 

‘Our forefathers felt so strongly that 
the right to freedom justified the 
destroying of property that they 
disobeyed an unjust human law,’’ he 


Milan archbishop 
gets Reds’ guns 


MILAN, Italy (NC) — A group of 
northern Italian terrorists has turned over 
three suitcases full of weapons and 
ammunition to Cardinal Carlo Maria 
Martini of Milan. 


Their. surrender of weapons was an 
attempt to encourage Church mediation 
between their organization and Italian 
authorities, according to records in a 
terrorist trial. 


ERNESTO BALDUCCI, one of the 
defendants now on trial in Milan, wrote a 
letter May 27 to Cardinal Martini asking 
the Church to mediate a ‘‘dialogue”’ 
between state authorities and- the 
Communist Revolutionary Committee, 
an offshoot of Prima Linea (Front Line), 
one of Italy’s toughest terrorist 
organizations. The letter reportedly 
included a promise to deliver the group’s 
weapons as a sign of trust.

The diocesan Commission on Peace 
and Justice issued a statement supporting 
Father Markley, calling his actions 
‘‘dramatic’’ and ‘‘symbolic.”’ 


‘““WHAT FATHER Markley’s action 
challenges us all to ponder is what is the 
role of civil disobedience in a society 
whose laws legitimize what is, to some, 
immoral,’’ the commission said. 


Pope leads Corpus 
Christi procession 


ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
walked more than a mile along one of 
central Rome’s busiest streets June 21, 
carrying aloft the Eucharistic Host in a 
colorful, reverent ceremony marking the 
feast of Corpus Christi. 


The feast, which celebrates the 
presence of Christ in the Eucharist under 
the appearances of bread and wine, has 
been transferred in Italy and in many 
other countries to the following Sunday, 
but the Vatican opts for the more 
traditional day, the Thursday after the 
feast of the Holy Trinity. 


JOINED BY six cardinals, 30 
archbishops and bishops, and nearly 
10,000 laity, the pontiff celebrated an 
evening Mass in the square in front of the 
Basilica of St. John Lateran. 


In a brief homily, the pope explained 
that throughout the year the Church 
celebrates the Eucharistic presence of 
Christ ‘‘with all sacred discretion.’’ 


But, he said, Scripture tells its readers 
to glorify the Lord and so ‘“‘there is one 
day in which the Church wishes to speak 
to all the world about this great mystery, 
to proclaim it through the streets and in 
the squares, to sing in a loud voice the 
glory of its God.”’

Cardinal, archbishop critical of missile deployment, pacifism 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago and Archbishop John J. O’Connor 
of New York at a congressional hearing June 26 criticized 
deployment of U.S. Pershing and cruise missiles in 
Western. Europe and the ‘‘MIRVing’’ of nuclear 
weapons. 


They also asked for a reconsideration of deployment of 
the MX missile, said they were disturbed by proposals for 
major increases in spending for nuclear weapons systems, 
and expressed skepticism over the proposed ‘‘star wars’’ 
space-based defense system. 


BUT THEY praised other aspects of U.S. defense 
policy, including President Reagan’s remark in his 1984 
State of the Union address that ‘‘nuclear war cannot be 


” 


won. 


The two prelates, in testimony prepared for delivery to 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee, quoted extensively 
from the U.S. bishops’ 1983 pastoral letter, The Challenge 
of Peace: God’s Promise and Our Response. 


Cardinal Bernardin chaired the peace pastoral drafting 
committee and now heads the U.S. bishops’ Committee 
for Pro-Life Activities. Archbishop O’Connor was a 
member of the drafting committee and now chairs the 
Committee on Social Development and World Peace of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference, public policy arm of the 
bishops. 

IN DISCUSSING what they termed “‘this awful 
dilemma”’ of nuclear war, the two prelates reiterated the 
pastoral’s positions that strictly conditioned deterrence is 
morally acceptable and that the just war theory is still 
useful. 


Evolving over centuries, the just war theory teaches 


that war is morally permissible in a just cause, with | 


carefully proscribed limits, such as that the war does not 
bring on ‘‘collateral suffering and death 
disproportionate’ to the good to be accomplished. 


Although many members of the Church believe in 
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pacifism as the only Christian recourse in a nuclear age, 
‘the Church does not embrace pacifism as a public 
position,’’ Cardinal Bernardin and Archbishop 
O’Connor said in their prepared testimony. 


RATHER, THEY said, ‘‘It (the Church) believes that 
some uses of force are justified in the defense of freedom, 


independence and human dignity. The Church continues 


to employ the just war criteria to establish limits to the 
permissible use of force.”’ 


The two Church leaders, referring to 1982 U.S. 
government suggestions for winning a “‘limited nuclear 
war,’’ said that the bishops, in the pastoral, concluded 
that ‘‘it is imperative ‘to prevent any use of nuclear 
weapons and to hope that our leaders will resist the notion 
that nuclear conflict can be limited, contained, or won in 
any traditional sense.’ ”’ 


Therefore, the cardinal and archbishop said, ‘“we were 
gratified to read President Reagan’s assurance in his most 
recent State of the Union message to Congress that ‘a 
nuclear war cannot be won and must never be fought. 
The only value in possessing nuclear weapons is to make 


sure they will never be used.’ ”’ 


“‘THIS IS our position also, and we trust it has 
become official policy,’’ the churchmen added. 
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They said the bishops favor further development of 
conventional army capabilities and ‘‘urge that the NATO 
allies progressively improve their conventional forces to 
raise the nuclear threshhold....”’ 


The two churchmen also criticized weapons 
development processes that allow technology to take 
precedence over ethical and political judgments. Noting 


what they called the ‘‘unspoken imperative’ that a_ 


weapon must be built because it can be built or another 
nation already has built it, they said, ‘‘Much of the 
history of the arms race is technology moving ahead of 
both political and moral reflection or restraint.’’ 
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El verdadero milagro de Fray Juan de Zumarraga

El nombre de Fray Juan de Zuméarraga no es 
totalmente desconocido para los catdlicos hispanos. Fue el 
Obispo a quien la Virgen de Guadalupe envi al indio 
Juan Diego con el mensaje de que era su deseo tener en el 
Tepeyac una iglesia donde mostraria a los indios que ella 
era su piadosa madre y sus ojos fueron los primeros en 
ver, entre las rosas que caian de la tilma del mensajero, la 
imagen que ahora veneramos en Guadalupe. Pero Fray 
Juan de Zumérraga merece ser recordado por muchas 


otras causas, y asi, dejando a un lado por demasiado _ 


conocido su papel en la fundacion de este santuario, 
concentraremos este articulo sobre sus trabajos como 
fundador de la Iglesia mexicana. 


Fray Juan de Zumérraga naci6 en la villa de Durango, 
en el pais vasco, hacia el afio de 1468. En su juventud 
ingreso a la orden franciscana, uniéndose a la reforma de 
los ‘‘frailes observantes,’’ que seguian la pobreza de San 
Francisco con toda la austeridad original, sin aceptar las 
mitigaciones concedidas por la Santa Sede en el curso de 
los siglos. Para el afio de 1527 Fray Juan era el superior 
en el conyento del Abrojo, famoso desde mucho antes 
como centro de. devota observancia del espiritu 
franciscano, cuando.el emperador Carlos V fue a dicho 
convento a pasar unos dias en retiro y oraciédn. Tan 
impresionado quedo el Emperador con el Padre Guardian 
del Abrojo, que, al llegar ese mismo afio la peticién del 
conquistador Hernan Cortés pidiendo un Obispo para 
que dirigiera la conversién de los indios mexicanos y la 
fundacién de la Iglesia en esas tierras, lo propuso al papa 
para tan delicado puesto. 


TANTA PRISA tuvo Fray Juan para comenzar sus 
labores misioneras, que no esperé ni siquiera a 
consagrarse como Obispo, sino que en seguida partid 
‘para México con los titulos de Obispo Electo y Protector 
de los indios. En el viaje — que le tomé tres meses y 
medio — le acompaiiaban los cuatro ‘‘oidores’’ que iban 
a formar la audiencia o tribunal supremo, para gobernar 
la nueva colonia en sustitucion de Cortés, que habia sido 
obligado a volver a Espafia para defenderse de los que le 
acusaban ante el Emperador. 


Por desgracia, a los 13 dias de llegar el Obispo Electo y 
la Audiencia a la capital mexicana, los dos Oidores mas 
maduros, agobiados por el viaje, se enfermaron y 
murieron, y el gobierno qued6é en manos de los otros dos, 
Matienzo y Delgadillo, a los cuales se unidé el feroz 
conquistador Nufio de Guzman. Estos tres desalmados se 
pusieron enseguida a enriquecerse, explotando a los 
indios con impuestos exagerados, vendiéndolos como 
esclavos en las Antillas, violandoles las hijas y esposas, y 
torturando-a los que protestaban de esos malos tratos. 

Defensor de los indios 

Los indios y los misioneros acudieron al Obispo Electo 
y Protector de los indios para quejarse de estos abusos, 
pero Zumarraga pronto descubrid que estaba en posicién 
de desventaja, porque sus atribuciones como protector de 
los indios no habian sido definidas claramente por la 


_Corona de Espafia. Al tratar de ejercer su autoridad 


episcopal, los Oidores y sus secuaces se burlaban de él 
aprovechando las circunstancias de que era solamente 
Obispo Electo. Entonces traté de quejarse a las 
autoridades de Espafia, pero los Oidores no permitian 
que ninguna carta saliera de México sin que ellos primero 
las leyeran y aprobaran. Para salir de este apuro Zu- 
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méarraga tuvo que recurrir a la valentia de un marinero 
vasco que, a riesgo de su vida, saco el mensaje del Obispo 
escondido en un barril de aceite. 


MIENTRAS TANTO los Oidores continuaban sus 
abusos; llegando al punto de descuartizar a un sacerdote, 
por lo cual fueron publicamente excomulgados. Pero al 
fin, en diciembre de 1530, Cortés regresé de Espafia con 
ordenes de destituir a los Oidores e instalar una nueva 
Audiencia, entre cuyos Oidores estaba el licenciado Vasco 
de Quiroga, gran amante de los indios, que luego alcanzé 
imperecedero recuerdo como primer Obispo de 
Michoacan. 


Con la instalacidn de esta nueva Audiencia comenz6 un 
periodo de paz y justicia para los indios, pero no para 
Fray Juan, ya que los Oidores destituidos, al llegar a la 
corte de Espafia, se dedicaron a esparcir calumnias contra 
él, con el resultado de que recibidé érdenes terminantes de 
regresar a Espafia para defender su actuacién. Pero la 
presencia y la clara sinceridad de Zumérraga disiparon de 
la mente del Emperador todas las mentiras de sus 
enemigos, y ordeno que fuera al fin consagrado Obispo, 
para que no quedaran dudas sobre su autoridad. 

Al afio siguiente, tras agenciar mds privilegios y 
concesiones para los indios, el Obispo regresé a su 
didcesis, dedicando el resto de sus dias a establecer sobre 
firmes bases la vida catdlica y la organizacién diocesana. 


Genio en educaci6n 


ADEMAS DE la fundacién del santuario guadalupano 
fund6 también colegios para educar los nifios y las nifias 
indigenas y también hospitales para pobres. Introdujo 
obreros y artesanos de Espafia para que ensefiaran a los 
indios las diversas artes mecdnicas de Europa. Establecid 
en su ciudad catedralicia la primera imprenta de América 
para asi poder publicar en México mismo los libros que se 
necesitaban para la instruccidn religiosa y cultural de los 
nuevos cristianos. Entre estos libros habia no sdlo 
catecismos y diccionarios de las lenguas indigenas para 
uso de los misioneros, sino también obras cldsicas de 
espiritualidad, como por ejemplo las Homilias de San 
Juan Criséstomo y la Escala Espiritual de San Juan 
Climaco — el primer libro impreso en el nuevo mundo. 
Muchas de estas obras se imprimieron, no en castellano o 
en latin, sino en Nahuatl o en otras lenguas indigenas. 


Una ultima y delicada tarea le quedaba al Obispo. En 
1542 el P. Las Casas obtuvo del Emperador un cédigo de 
leyes de proteccién al indio, que prohibfan totalmente su 
esclavizacién, asi como el sistema de ‘‘encomiendas,’’ 
que en la practica equivalia a lo mismo. Pero, aunque en 
teoria estas leyes eran justisimas, en la vida real eran 
incumplibles, porque hubieran reducido a la total pobreza 
a todos los conquistadores, incluso los que no eran 
abusivos, ya que su situacidén econédmica dependia 
totalmente de este sistema. Cuando este cédigo llegé al 
Pert, con 6rdenes de cumplirse a rejatables, los 
conquistadores de esa tierra se revelaron contra la 
Corona, y el Perti tuvo que sufrir varios afios de guerra 
civil, de la cual los indios salieron peores que antes. 


El mismo peligro se cernia sobre la colonia mexicana, 
pero el Obispo Zumdrraga, que antes se habia mostrado 
-caliente en la defensa de los indios oprimidos, se atrevidé 
ahora con la misma. valentia a interceder con el 
Emperador por los espafioles y obtuvo un arreglo que ala 
vez abolia los abusos contra los indios y protegia.de la 
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ruina a los viejos conquistadores. 


ES MUY facil aceptar la opresién de los demas, y es 
también muy facil exigir que se haga justicia, pase lo que 
pase, cuando con esa justicia uno no tiene nada que 
perder. Lo dificil es hacer lo que hizo Fray Juan de 
Zuméarraga: encontrar un punto medio que permita 
aliviar la situacién de los oprimidos sin exacerbar de tal 
modo a los opresores que acaben, en Su desesperacidn, 
entregandose a la guerra sin cuartel. Esta posicién puede 
ser menos idealista, pero en la prdctica, acaba haciendo 
mas bien que la otra. 


Tardanza divina 


En 1546, a instancia del Emperador, el Papa Pablo III 
erigid la didcesis de México en Metropolitana, 
nombrando a Fray Juan de Zumdrraga como primer 
Arzobispo. Pero las bulas tardaron en llegar a este lado 
del Atlantico, y un mes antes de saberse en México este 
nombramiento, murié Fray Juan de Zumarraga el 3 de 
junio de 1548. 

Por una-de esas ironias de Dios, la memoria de Fray 
Juan de Zumarraga perdura principalmente, no por 
alguna de las cosas que hizo, sino por algo que hizo Dios, 
y en que él se vio envuelto: la aparicién guadalupana, 
Todas sus obras nos parecen pequefias ante este gran 
momento en que él no tuvo que hacer otra cosa que abrir 
los ojos, y reconocer la huella del dedo de Dios en la tilma 
de uno de esos pobres indios, a cuya defensa habia 
dedicado su vida. Su memoria perdura envuelta en la luz 
de los rayos de Santa Maria de Guadalupe, y estoy seguro 
de que en el cielo su humildad se regocija al verse 


recordado tan sdlo por su papel — secundario en 

a ; aii 
comparacidn al de Juan Diego — en esta historia de 
maravilla. 


PERO ES bueno recordar, que, aun si no hubiera 
jugado un papel en la aparicién guadalupana, Fray Juan 
de Zumérraga mereceria un lugar importante entre los 
fundadores de la cristiandad hispanoamericana y de la 
cultura hispanoamericana.

WASHINGTON (NC) — La Camara de 
Representantes aprobd, el 20 de junio, la amnistia para 
los extranjeros indocumentados que llegaron a los Estados 
Unidos antes de 1982, un elemento clave en la reforma de 
la ley de inmigracidn, después de anular enmiendas que 
trataron de eliminar la amnistia o de disminuir su 
amplitud. 

Mons. Daniel F. Hoye, Secretario General de la 
Conferencia Catélica de los Estados Unidos, describié ala 
amnistia aprobada el 20. de junio como ‘‘el ultimo 
obstaculo”’ para el proyecto de ley, H.R. 1510. 

Entrada la noche, todo el proyecto de ley de 
inmigracién fue aprobada en la Camara de 
Representantes, con una votacidn de 216 a favor y 211 en 
contra. 

Mons. Hoye dijo que, pese a que la Conferencia 
Catdlica estaba desilucionada con otras provisiones 
aprobadas por la Carhara de Representantes, como el 
plan para ampliar el programa de trabajadores invitados, 
anular la amnistia hubiera sido el paso que habia 
provocado el retiro del apoyo de la Conferencia Catdlica 
al proyecto de ley. 

La Conferencia Catdlica es el brazo de politica piiblica 
de los obispos norteamericanos. 

La Conferencia Nacional Catdlica por la Justicia 
Interracial, por otro lado, habia anunciado su oposicién al 
proyecto de la reforma de inmigracién. Afirmé que la 
aprobacién de este proyecto causaria mayores problemas 
sin solucionar los principales problemas de inmigracidn.

A flood of pornography threatens to 
engulf our society and make a mockery of 
every safeguard set up by concerned 
parents to protect their children. 


Yet the conventional wisdom with 
regard to any attempt to combat the 
problem is that it’s a no-win situation. 
The pornographers have the clout. The 
law and the legal talent are on their side. 


WELL, AS George Gershwin: might 
put it: it ain’t necessarily so. 

Yvonne Hopkins of Plainfield, N.J., 
the mother of three boys, was once one of 
those who thought nothing could be done. 


There were just two movie theaters in 
Plainfield: one served up Kung Fu epics 
and the other what she and her neighbors 
considered straight pornography. The 
latter had been running full-tilt and 
unhassled for .a decade. 


ONE DAY, however, Mrs. Hopkins 
began to wonder why she and _ her 
husband had to put up with things as they 
were. Why, on the rare occasions when 
there was a movie out suitable for their 
children, did they have to get in the ‘car 
and travel to some other town to find a 
theater showing it? 


She talked to her neighbors and found 
some among them — not all, by any 
means, but enough — who felt as she did: 
ordinary, decent men and women whose 
patience had worn thin and who were 
willing to take action. 


So they organized. 


“THE MEDIA loved us at first,’’ she 
said at a recent conference on 
pornography in New York sponsored by 
Morality in Media, the Manhattan-based 
organization founded by Jesuit Father 
Morton Hill. ‘‘We were concerned 
citizens and it looked like we had no 
chance at all of winning.”’ 

But then Mrs. Hopkins and her 
associates got organized still better, and 
the enthusiasm of the media began to 
cool, she said. 

Paul J. McGeady, general counsel to 
Morality in Media, came to Plainfield 
and helped frame an _anti-obscenity

ordinance to fit the local situation which 
went before the local council. Now the 
media became downright hostile, she 
said, and the American Civil Liberties 
Union entered the fray. 


THE WINNER, despite everything: 

The 
ordinance passed and the pornographic 
movie house, after an undisturbed run of 
10 years, abruptly closed down. 

The pornography industry, which. 
annually nets something in the 
neighborhood of $8 billion a year and 
perhaps much more, is certainly no paper 
tiger.

Hopkins illustrates, it’s far from 
invincible despite the pool of high-priced 
legal talent available to it and despite the 
zeal of misguided idealists.

Bishop Shea backs NFD 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. (NC) — Bishop 
Francis R. Shea of Evansville has given 
his support to the Rev. Donald E. 
Wildmon and the National Federation for 
Decency. 


In a pastoral letter published June 22 in 
The Message, diocesan newspaper, 
Bishop Shea urged the people of his 
diocese to ‘‘fight back’’ against the lack of 
good programs on network television by 
sending money to the federation, a non- 
denominational group which pressures 
advertisers to stop buying time on shows 
it considers offensive. 


“THE NETWORKS have misused 
such adjectives as ‘adult’ and 
‘sophisticated’ to try to present their sorry 
loss of any sense of taste or decency as a 
step forward,’’ the bishop wrote in his 
letter. 


‘The advertising which accompanies 
much of this has the same godless urge 
toward ‘personal fulfillment? — _ high- 
toned language for ‘act like an animal if it 
suits your fancy,”’ he said. 


The bishop described Mr. Wildmon as 
‘‘someone with real commitment to 
Judeo-Christian values, with a genuine 
respect for the dignity of the human 
person and a real belief_in the sanctity of 
family life.”’ 


MR. WILDMON, a United 
Methodist minister, ‘‘deserves our 
support,’’ the bishop said. 


‘TI have been doing what little I can 
personally to aid the cause,’’ Bishop Shea 
said. 


‘‘Briefly put, Donald Wildmon 
believes that the only way to change the 
offensive programs on TV is to let the 
sponsors know how many of us are really 
outraged by their insensitivity and 
seeming contempt for values and 
institutions we hold dear.... He has plans 
which I think are well-conceived and have 
an excellent chance to succeed, but he 
needs help, and he needs it now.”’ 


THE BISHOP urged the people to 
‘‘write to him and support financially the 
cause he champions — the cause of 
decency.’’ The bishop also asked that 
people pray for Mr. Wildmon. 


In the past, the National Federation for 
Decency has ranked TV shows according 
to most and least ‘‘constructive 
contribution as entertainment and-or 
information.’’ In addition, it has ranked 
networks for the sex-orientation of their 
programming.

GALEBACH REPORTED that the 
Justice Department had just completed a 
training session for federal prosecutors to 
enable them to take on pornography cases 
in a much more effective manner. 


He also pointed to the recently passed 
law on child pornography as a great 
measure to make the work of prosecutors 
_easier in that especially vicious area, and 
to the soon-to-be. appointed presidential 
commission to confront the pornography 
crisis. 

The Supreme Court has in fact 
declared that obscenity has no protection 
under the First Amendment. The 
relevant laws to prosecute it are in many 
cases on the books already or, as in the 
Plainfield case, can be formulated to 
cover local abuses in such a way as to 
stand the constitutional test. 


WHAT’S NEEDED, everybody 
seems to agree, are informed and 
seriously concerned local communities 
willing to take the necessary action to 
induce reluctant prosecutors and 
legislators to take action, and to support 
wholeheartedly those who do. 


Bishop R. Pierre DuMaine of San 
Jose, chairman of the USCC’s 


Communication Committee who 

presided during the discussion of 

pornography and the low moral tone of 

the media as a whole, commended the 

administration for its professed intention 

of enforcing the laws on the books and 

“protecting individuals and communities © 
against gratuitous assaults on their basic 

moral values and standards.”’ 


But he also urged consistency in the 
administration’s approach, especially — 
with regard to the ubiquitous electronic 
media, citing the grave implications of 
progressive federal deregulation of radio 
and television. These, he said, are 
measures that favor the broadcasting 
industry over local communities. 


*T FIND it ironic,’’ Bishop DuMaine 
said, ‘‘that government and media ~ 
leaders admit concern about the impact 
on children, familes and communities of 
media treatment of tobacco, alcohol, - 
violence, and racial and sexual equality, 
but do not show a commensurate concern 
with the social impact of sex in the 
media.”’ 


Complex and difficult as this issue is, 
there is far more hope for significant 
victories than most of us might have 
realized. In future columns, therefore, I 
intend to deal in detail with some specific 
aspects of the issue.
